REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are pending. Claims 1-19 are rejected. Claims 1-19 remain in the case 
for reconsideration. Reconsideration is requested. No new subject matter has been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 4, 10, 14 and 18 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant has amended the claims to overcome the rejection under 35 USC 1 12. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 10, 14 and 18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejections under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, stated above and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4, 10, 14 and 18 have been rewritten in independent form and are now in 
condition for allowance.
